Danger Lurking Now In 
Over-Planting Of 
Sweet Potatoes 


The intention of farmers to plant 
crops for the harvest of 1926, reported 
by P. W. Gist, agricultura! statistician 
for Alabama, following a general re­ 
port for the entire country indicates 
a general tendency to extend farming 
activities by about 5 per cent over the 
year 1924. 
This 4s probably the re­ 
sult of fairly favorable accomplish­ 
ments by farmers last year and 
is 
emphasized 6>y the favorable weather 
for farm work, the latter being nota­ 
bly advanced this spring. 
As the to­ 
tal acreage in farms reporting is only 
ene per cent greater than last year 
the increase in crop acreage will mean 
the taking in of some lands 
-which 
[ were idle in 1924. 
The extension to increase the crop 
acreage seems to comprise about the

Morgan County has the natural ad­ 
vantages favorable to the priduction 
of feed crops, rich soil and lots of 
low lands. But this year we are buy­ 
ing feed stuffs costing probably 
a 
quarter of a million dollars. 
Last year we made a bale of cotton 
to three acres, and 
a bale to five acres. 
the year before 
Low acre yields 
of cotton and high feed bills are not 
the roads that lead to prosperity. 
More feed crops and richer soils are 
the crying need» of Morgan County 
Agriculture. For every horse or mule 
on the farm, there should be pur­ 
chased fifty bushels of corn, twenty- 
five to thirty bushels of oats and two 
tons of hay and cotton seed should 
be exchanged for meal to give each 
horse or mule, one or two pounds per 
day with the grain ration. 
For each cow two tons of hay, 1,000 
to 1,200 pounds of velvet beans and 
ten bushels of corn should be grown 
and cotton seed should be exchanged 
for meal to give two or three poii^fs 
per day to each cow. 
Feed should also be produced for 
hogs enough to make the family sup­ 
ply of meat and a surplus, and to keep 
a good flock of purebred hens lay-

Switzerland, Mr. Dowling pointed out, is about one 
third the sise of Alabama, has only 40 pef cent more 
people but is three times as wealthy. 
This in spile of 
the fact that providence has given Alabama many ad­ 
vantages that Switzerland haver has enjoyed. 
After picturing íhese facta, Mr. Dowling attempted to 
sum up for his hearers some of the means with whifh 
the Swias have created prosperity for themselves. They 
first sought to “know” themselves. They said; “We shall 
first educate'every* !»an, woman and child.” They very 
nearly accomplished that object, with a result that Swiss 
people are intelligent, capable of self-government and par­ 
ticipating actively in their government. 
They then said to themselves: ‘We have mountains and 
lakes 
and 
scenery. 
We shall sell that to the world.” 
¿hey did and Swiss scenery became the best known in 
the world, notwithstanding that many places in America 
have more beautiful natural effects. 
In order to reap the greatlst benefit from the tourist 
travel, the Swiss developed the finest hotel systems 
in theworM. 
‘’What else can we do to make money T* the people 
asked themselves. “Our land is hardly fertile enough to 
make agriculture the paying business it should be.” They 
realized then that their lands were well adapted to dairy­ 
ing and now Swiss éheese is known around the world, and, 
as the speaker facetiously pointed out, is almost capa­ 
ble of being “smelled around the world.” 
The Swiss began the training of skilled workers, and 
their watches attained a world-wide reputation.

CAMPAIGN PLANNED TO SAVE YOUTH 
OF NATION FROM LIVES OF CRIME 
So many «parodie attempts are made to stomp oat 
crime, that little interest usually is minif&tod in pro* 
nouncements thfit such a campaign is here or on the way. 
Campaign^ to prevent crime, however, attract interest, if 
for no other reason, than simply because of their unu­ 
sualness. 
The Daily is informed in a letter from Mary E. Hamil­ 
ton, New York’s first policewoman and now director of 
the woman’s bureau of the New York department that 
such a movement is to be launched soon by utilization 
of the moving picture screen. 
The policewoman is one of the few social agents who 
deals with girls and boys before they become reaf of­ 
fenders and the deadly seriousness of the manner in 
which the writer attacks the problem is impressive. Her 
letter, which follows, seems worth considerable consid­ 
eration:
